The en- 
gine’s note rose to a 
mighty crescendo; next 
moment the machine was 
out of sight and hearing. 


The 28-year-old pilot was cele- 
brating no ordinary victory, but 
the triumph of ‘the British aircraft 
industry, its workers and organ- 
isers, not omitting those who pay 
for the ‘planes. 


It was the final scene in a tour 
of the world’s biggest aircraft 
factory, now turning out improv- 
ed Spitfires at a rate that would 
have been thought impossible a 
few years ago. 


A squadron of brand-new Spit- 
fires was drawn up on the factory 
alrfield, awaiting the arrival of 
ferry pilots to take them to their 
destinations, Some ‘planes bore 
the names of the towns that had 
bought them. 


I sat in the cockpit of a machine 
named by the donor’s whim The 
Blue Pencil, and tested its sensi- 
tive .contrals. Only in the pilat’s 
seat can one fully appreciate the 
immense complexity of a modern 
fighter. I counted 14 instrument 
gauges; altogether there are 90;000 
parts in the 1941 Spitfire.

6d. is paid tn 
cash on the spot, and the eggs 
are delivered with an involce 
for 22s. 6d. 

Sometimes the extra payment 
demanded amounts to 158 a 
‘hundred.

Some firms ask fantastic extra 
charges before they will deliver.

THE FIRST British bomb dropped on German 
territory, fell on. the seaplane base on the Island of ° 
Sylt on March 18, forty-eight hours after the 
first German bombing attack was made on British 
soil. . Nazi bombs had been dropped on the Orkneys, 
causing a number of civilian casualties. 

The second stage in Britain’s counter-bombing 
of Germany consisted of attacks by the R.A.F. on 
military lines of communication in Western Ger- 


many. 


These attacks, begun on May 11, 1940, 


closely followed the Luftwatfe’s bombing of Calais, 
in which many civilians were killed and injured, 
and which heralded the German offensive in the 


west. 

Since those first attacks, which 
resembled the preliminary spar- 
ring of a pair of boxers, the 
weight and tempo of bombing on 


both sides haye grown, Handicap-: 


ped at the outset with a numerical 
inferiority the R.A.F. has had to 
adopt a bombing policy which 
ensured. that its necessarily light- 
er punches each landed where 
they would hurt the most. In a 
fight between a cruiser-weight 
and a heavy-weight, it is the 
heavier who can do the slogging. 
“Tit-for-tat” is no good for the 
lighter man. To win, he must 
fight with his brains. 

But all the time things have 
been changing. The four years 
lead in air re-armament which 
the Nazis held has been gradually 
reduced. Faster and bigger 
bombers, and the crews to man 
them, have been pouring from 
Britain’s factories and training 
schools, augmented by the grow- 
ing resources of the Empire. The 
rising flood is now being further 
swollen by the supplies of air- 
craft from America. 

Recently the Prime Minister 
was able to promise that the ad- 
verse balance of bombing under 


which Britain fought would pre-- 


gently be altered to our advant- 
age, and for some time past the 
R.AF.’s attacks on Germany have 
been growing in weight. 


Biggest Bombers 


In the raids on Germany we 
are now using some of the big- 
gest and fastest bombers in the 
world, High explosive bombs 
of a size and welght cqual to 
anything dropped by the Nazis 
will find targets In the German 
capital and ¢lsewhero. 

Exact information about the 
damage caused by Britain’s bomb- 
ing of German targets Is not easy 
to. come by. The network of 
“Ss.”, a rigid censorship © and 
jast-working demolition and sal- 
vage squads see to that. But it is

definitely known that already the 
R.A.F. has succeeded in inflicting 
tremendous damage to Germany's 
war effort; particularly in her 
transportation system. One raid on 
Berlin caused a serious hold-up 
on the Underground = system: 
whilst the bombing of the West~ 
phalian armament and industrial 
city of Mannheim, comparable in 
scale and weight to that on Cov- 
entry, dislocated dock installa~ 
tions, passenger and goods sta‘fons_ 
engineering and chemical works 
and; to some extent, the indus- 
trial life of the city. During the 
first three weeks of March there 
were three heavy raids on Cologne 
and one lighter one, and two 
heavy raids on Berlin. In earlier 
raids on targets in Hanover, Bre- 
men and Hamburg the Germans 
had already felt the increased 
weight of R.A.F. attacks. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair recently 
spoke of the rapier thrusts of 
the R.A.F., cutting deep into the 
flesh of the enemy. As the R.A.F. 
grows yet more powerful, with 
more and faster bombers, bigger 
and more “beautiful” bombs, 
those thrusts may more resemble 
blows with a broadsword.

Junior Officer’s Exploit 


Massawa, the chief port 
of Eritrea, was surrender- 
ed to a junior officer of 
the R.A.F. by mistake. 


Under the impression that the 
town had already been taken, this 
officer, who holds almost the most 
junior rank, motored with a party 


of newspaper correspondents past 
our advancing tanks, through the 
Italian lines, and went straight 
into the presence of the Italian 
commander, Adml, Bonnetti. 


It was one of the strangest sur- 
renders in history. Once during 
the drive the officer was challeng- 
ed by Italian officers: “Have you 
taken the town?” they asked him. 


Unhesitatingly he replied, “Yes.” 
At once the road was opened to 
him. 


Sabotage Stopped 


He found that the Italians were 
sabotaging war materials and 
destroying the wireless station. He 
ordered them to stop. 


Then he drove to Government 
House, where he demanded to see 
Adml. Bonnettl. 


It was at this moment that 
the officer suddenly realised he 


was alone, He did not, however,, 


betray this realisation when he 
met the ttallan commander. 


Instead, he announced that he 
was responsible for the safety of 
the town pending the arrival of 
the main British force, and re- 
quested. the admiral ta be good 
enough to order that acts of 
sabotage should stop immediately. 


Admiral’s Decision 


Perhaps Adml. Bonnetti, who a 
few hours earlier had informed 
the British command of his de- 
cision to defend Massawa “to the 


last,” felt the hopelessness of his; 


position, At any rate, he complied 
with the officer’s instructions. 


The bespectacled, dejected little’ 


Itulian commander completed the 
final act of surrender 90 minutes 
later by giving his revolver to a 
grey-huired British general to 
whom the nonchalant R.A.F.

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THE FIRST British bomb dropped on German 
territory, fell on the seaplane base on the Island of 
Sylt on March 18, forty-eight hours after the 
first German bombing attack was made on British 
soil. Nazi bombs had been dropped on the Orkneys, 
causing a number of civilian casualties. 

The second stage in Britain’s counter-bombing 
of Germany consisted of attacks by the R.A.F. on 


military lines of communication 


in Western Ger- 


many. These attacks, begun on May 11, 1940, 
closely followed the Luftwaffe’s bombing of Calais, 
in which many civilians were killed and injured, 
and which heralded the German offensive in the 


west. 

Since those first attacks, which 
resembled the preliminary spar- 
ring of a pair of boxers, the 
weight und tempo of bombing on 
both sides have grown. Handicap- 
ped at the outset with a numerical 


inferiority the R-A.F, has had to} 
‘adopt a bombing policy which 


ensured that its necessarily light- 
er punches each landed where 
they would hurt the most. Ina 
fight between a ° cruiser-weight 
and a heavy-weight, it is the 
heavier who can do the slogging. 
“Tit-for-tat” is no good for the 
lighter man. To win, he must 
fight with his brains. 

But all the tithe things have 
been changing. The four years 
lead in air re-armament which 
the Nazis held has been gradually 
reduced. Faster and__ bigger 
bombers, and the crews to maa 
them, have been pouring from 
Britain’s factories and training 
schools, augmented by the grow- 
ing resources of the Empire. The 
rising flood is now being fufther 
swollen by the supplies of air- 
craft from America, 

Recently the Prime Minister 
was able to promise that the ad- 
verse balance, of bombing under 
which Britain fought would pre- 


sently. be altered to our advant-' 


age, and for some time past the 
R.AF.’s attacks on Germany have 
been growing in weight. 


Biggest Bombers 


tn the raids on Germany we 
are now using some of the big- 
gest and fastest bombers In the 
world. _ High explosive bombs 
of a size and weight equal to 
anything dropped by the Nazis 
will find targets in the German 
capital and elsewhere. 

Exact information about the 
damage caused by Britain's bomb- 
ing of German targets is not easy 
to. come by. The network of

definitely known that already the 
R.A.F. has succeeded in inflicting 
tremendous damage to Germany's 
war effort; particularly in her 
transportation system. One raid on 
Berlin caused a serious hold-up 
on the Underground system: 
whilst the bombing of the West- 
phalian armament and industrial 
city of Mannheim, comparable in 
scale and weight to that on Cov- 
entry, dislocated dock installa- 
tions, passenger and goods stations 
engineering and chemical works 
and, to some extent, the indus- 
trial life of the city. During the 
first three weeks of March there 
were three heavy raids on Cologne 
and one lighter one, and _ two 
heavy raids on Berlin. In earlier 
raids on targets in Hanover, Bre- 
men and Hamburg the Germans 
had already felt the increased 
weight of R.AF. attacks. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair recently 
spoke of the rapier thrusts of 
the R.A.F., cutting deep into the 
flesh of the enemy. As the R.A.F. 
grows yet more powerful, with 
more and faster bombers, bigger 
and more “beautiful” bombs 
those thrusts may more resemble 
blows with a_brondeword.

Newly-made  invasion- 
smashing equipment, in-.

SYRIAN FIGHTING 


ENTERS MORE 
SERIOUS PHASE 


FIGHTING IN SYRIA has taken on a 
more seriqus phase, according to latest pffi- 
cial reports, which indicate that very heavy 
fighting is now proceeding in the vicinity of 
Damascus and to the south of Beirut. 


The reports from the front show that as the 
Allies penetrated deep into the country, 


resistance by the Vichy troops grew stronger, 
that the tighting proved infectious and 
spread to other areas. 


Vichy claims that no further 
progress has been achieved. The 
communique, cited by Lyons Radio 
last night says: ‘Along the Syrian 
coast, the British columns have not 
advanced beyond Sidon, On an 
important sector of the front, our 
troops counter-attacked.”

EFFECT OF 
THE WAR 
ON CLUBS 


After hearing of the 
effects of the war on West 
End clubs the Rating Ap- 
peals Committee of Lon- 
don. Sessions allowed the 
appeal of the Conser- 
vative Club, St. James’s 
Street, S.W., against a 
gross annual value of 
£6,800, fixed by Westmins- 
ter Assessment Commit- 
tee. 


Windham, in St. James's-square, 
one of the oldest of London clubs, 
with a membership of about 800, 
has decided to close, though only 
temporarily, owing to falling 
membership. 

Seven leading London clubs 
have suffered from air raids, and 
three hive dissolved membership 
for tinancial reasons. Yet, despite 
all tribulations, clubland general- 
ly is flourishing. 

Some of the Service clubs, for 
instance, never had such large 
permanent or temporary member - 
ships.

CALLING NOT ONLY. for delivery, “at whatever 
risk,” of United States war shipments to aid Britain, 
the Right Rev. William T. Manning, Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop of New York, declared that “we 
should now take our full and open part in this con- 


flict.” 


The Bishop’s plea, in effect for convoys and 
armed intervention, was punctuated repeatedly by 
bursts of applause from 700 clerical and lay dele- 
gates who heard him at the 158th annual conven- 
tion of the Episcopal Dio ese in Synod House of the 


Cathedral of St. John the 


His address attained added 
significance by the fact 
that he was observing the 
triple anniversary of his 
birth, ministry and con- 
secration as a Bishop. Dr. Man- 
ning reached his seventy-~fifth 
birthday that Monday; 1941 marks 
his fiftieth year in the priesthood, 
and the Sunday completed 
twenty years in the Bishopric. 

Referring to the Axis in the 
war, Buber: Manning declared 
that “never before has this world 
been threatened by a power 50 
avowedly evil, so shamelessly 
inhuman, so far reaching and 
with such military might.” This 
country, he said, faces “the 
greatest crisis, and the most 
momentous decision in our his- 
tory.” 

“In this world conflict all that 
we hold sacred as Christians and 
Americans is at stake,” he con- 
tinued. “There can be no com- 
promise between democracy and 
Hiterism. There can be no peace 
or security, or decency, in this 
world until this monstrous pow- 
er of evil is defeated and over- 
thrown. 


The Decision 


“And we all know what the 
decision is which now faces us 
as a nation. Between us and the 
power of Hitlerism there stand 
the armed forces of the British 
Commonwealth and the magni- 
ficent stendfastness and heroism 
of the civilian people of Great 
Britain. 

“The time Is past for refus- 

Ing to face the facts, or for 

thinking that we can meet this 

deadly threat by hatf mea- 
sures, or for trusting that Great 

Britain may be able to hold out 

no matter what we do, or fail! 

to do. It is time now, and 
more than time, for definite, 
fearless, decislve action. 
of the war, and added strain upon 
those who are meeting its. full 

“Each day that we delay, each 
day that we allow our defence 
measures to be obstructed and 
stopped by needless and unjusti- 
fied strikes, means a prolonging 
onslaught, and an increase of the 
danger to this hemisphere and to 
our own lJand.” 

Bishop Manning reminded that: 
President Roosevelt end high 
government officials had publicly 
warned the country “how grave 
the situation is.” 

“Certainly we must deliver 
our shipments of ald to Great 


Britain by whatever means may |} 


be necessary and at. whatever 
‘risk may be involved,” he went 


on. 

“But the real question is—is 
this enough? Does this meet our 
full obligation’ as a nation? Can 
we go on accepting “our present 
protection. at the price of the 
heroism, the. sufferings ‘and the 
lives of those) mien and women 


in Britain? In ‘this day of crisis, 


for us and for. the world, is it 


enough for us’ to. give’ the tools. 


while’ others ,. are. ‘giving ‘th 


eir. 
lives? Wc : 


Divine. 

the war, and he sald the an- 

swer was “we are already in 

the war.” 

“We have already committed 
ourselves by our whole govern- 
mental policy and action. We 
are already at war with Hitlerism 
and all that it stands for. This 
world battle for human decency 
and human freedom is. our battle 
just as truly as it. is-Great Bri- 
tain’s. It is in our power to give 
Now the aid that will be decisive. 

“Speaking as an American, as 
a Christian, and as a Bishop of 
the Christian Church, I say that 
it is our duty as a nation to take 
our full part in this struggle, to 
give our whole strength and pow- 
er to bring this world calamity 
and world terror to an end, and 
to do this while Great Britain 
still stands. 

“May our whole people be 
aroused to see clearly what this 
crisis means! And may God give 
us strength and-courage to do our 
part now while there is yet time!” 


Bishop’s Stand 
Endorsed 


The delegates arose en masse 
and applauded at the close of the 
Bishop's address. Cries of “Hear! 
Hear!” were heard. Colonel J. 
Mayhew Wainwright of Rye, for- 
mer assistant Secretary of War, 
proposed that a resolution endors- 
ing the Bishop’s stand be drawn 
overnight, and submitted to the 
convention. 


The Rev. Dr. George Paul T. 
Sargent, rector of St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church, sought immediate 
action, however, and quickly 
framed the resolution. It was 
adopted by no less than an esti- 
mated two-thirds majority in a 
voice vote. 

In the first part of his address 
Dr. Manning reviewed his twenty 
years as “Bishop of the diocese 
and the progress in construction 
of the cathedral. . 

During the twenty years, he 
said, 80;000 persons were con- 
firmed in the diocese, between 
90,000 and 100,000 baptised, 142 
candidates ordained to the priest- 
hood and fifty-three 


secrated or dedicated. The num~ 
ber of clergy ‘now connected ‘with 
the parish, he said, was~421, and 
the. number ‘of registered com- 
municants last reported was 
109,403.

The American  Pre- 
sident Lines have officially 
announced the requisi- 
tioning _by the United 
States Maritime Commis- 
sion, of several of its 
Trans-Pacific and Round- 
the-World steamers, ac- 
cording to Mr. T. B. Wil- 
son, General Agent of 
the line in Hong Kong. 


The = steamers —_ requisitioned 
include the super-de-luxe liner, 
President Coolidge, and the well- 
known President Taft and Pre- 
sident Cleveland, the two steam- 
ers now being en route to San 
Francisco, 


The President Pierce, outward 
bound to Hong Kong, will sail 
from here for the last time on 
July 1. 


The Maritime Commission has 
also taken the new Round-the- 
World steamers, President Jack- 
son, President Hayes, which have 
recently passed through Hong 
Kong on their maiden voyages: 
also the President Adams recent- 
ly placed in service at New York. 


According to present arrange- 
ments, the American President 
Lines will have 
newly commissioned 
Monroe and President Garfield, 
and, when completed, the Presi- 
dent Van Buren and President 
Polk. 


In addition four of the well- 
known Round~-The- World steam- 
ers, now. re-named President 
Taylor, President Madison and 
President Grant, also the Presi- 
dent Harrison, which retains her 
old name, will be in service. 


At the moment, the routes to 
which the steamers have been 
allocated have not been definitely 
fixed. 


The company also expected to 
have available four large cargo 
carriers, viz., the President 
Buchanan, President Johnson, 
President Tyler and President 
Fillmore, and it is believed these 
steamers will load from Oriental 
ports via Panama Canal to New 
York. 


Mr. Wilson announces that 
definite schedules for all services 
may be expected shortly.

SPITFIRE | 
MARVELS 


Over. a - mist-bound 
aerodrome a famous test 
pilot did a daring “vic- 
tory roll” in a newly built 
Spitfire, skimming up- 
side down scarcely 20ft 
from the ground? The en- 
gine’s note rose to a 
imighty crescendo; next 
moment the machine was 
out of sight and hearing. 


The 28-year-old pilot was cele- 
brating no ordinary victory, but 
the triumph of the British aircraft 
lindustry, its workers and organ- 
isers, not omitting those who pay 
| for the ‘planes. 

It was the final scene in a tour 
of the world’s biggest aircraft 
factery, now turning out improv- 
ed Spitfires at a rate that would 
bave been thought impossible a 
few years ago. 

A squadron of brand-new Spit- 
fires was drawn up on the factory 
airfield, awaiting the arrival of 
ferry pilots to take them to their 
destinations. Some ‘planes bore 
the names of the towns that had 
bought them. 

I sat in the cockpit of a machine 
named by the donor’s whim The 
Blue Pencil, and tested its sensi- 
tive controls. Only in the pilot's 
seat can one fully appreciate the 
immense complexity of a modern 
fighter. I counted 14 instrument 
gauges; altogether there are 90,000 
parts in the 1941 Spitfire.

Tough Troops Used 
in Practice 


Newly-made invasion- 
smashing equipment, in- 
cluding the 25-pounder 
field gun, was used in a 
mock battle, just conclud- 
ed, in which an invasion 
force was endeavouring 
to maintain a bridehead 
round a captured east 
coast port. 

Fifty thousand troops took part 
in the exercise and proved that 
thelr long winter training had 


toughened them to battle hard- 
Ness. 


Some infantry divisions slept 
two nights in the open. protected 
by ground sheets and blankets. 
On the last day the troops trudged 
30 miles across moorland. 


Parachute Exercise 


One division had come straight 
from other manoeuvres hundreds 
of miles to the south. Yet they 
went into action fighting fit. 


The situation with which the 
defending force had to contend 
might conceivably form an im- 
portant diversion during any 
German Invasion this spring. 
Parachute troops, barges and 
‘planes were used by the invading 
force. Gas was also assumed. 


Several groups of parachute 
trobps were quickly rounded up, 
but one strong party captured a 
reserve landing-ground. This 
party was considered to have 
cleared the way for a brigade ot 
air-borne troops, and a whole re- 
serve brigade had to be diverted 
to deal with this menace. 


Main Lessons Of Test 


The main problems with which 
Gen, Sir Ronald Adam, Comman- 
der-in-Chief, Northern Command, 
was concerned had to do with the 
rapid movement of corps from 
distances up to 80 miles away; 
employment of strengthened  re- 
connaissance battalions, Bren-gun 
carriers and motor-cyclists; and 
the swift shifting and protection 
of headquarters staff. 


Concealment from’ air attack 


was practised with studied atten- 
tion.
